She told m e now to pay no a t­ 
tention to w hat had been reported 
by Mexico. 
In fact, I was approach­ 
ed again by the 
Mexican 
commis­ 
sioners. Introduced by her! W hat was 
done then is 
history. 
W e 
signed 
then and th ere the peace of Guada­ 
lupe Hidalgo, in accordance with the 
term s originally given me by our 
secretary of state. 
So, after all, Cal­ 
houn's kindness to a woman in dis­ 
tress was not lost; and so, after all, 
he unw ittingly helped In the ending 
of the w ar he never wished begun. 
M eantime, I had been recalled to 
W ashington, but did not know 
the 
nature of th at recall. 
W hen a t last 
I arrived there I found m yself 
dis­ 
graced and discredited. 
My actions 
were repudiated by the adm inistra­ 
tion. 
I myself was dism issed 
from 
the service w ithout pay— sad enough 
blow for a young man who had been 
m arried less than a year.

Probably the most im portant re­ 
weighing of the mails in the history 
of the postoffice departm ent will b e ­ 
gin on Feb. 17 in w hat is known as 
the fourth division, consisting of all 
the territory west of the Mississippi 
river, according to announcement to­ 
day by Postm aster W. B. Tscharner, 
who has received announcement to 
this effect. 
Upon the result of the 
reweighing depends the settlem ent of 
many of the questions which have 
been bothering the government and 
the railroads for year*. 
It is not at all unlikely th a t he 
reweighing will result in several ra­ 
dical changes In methods. Last year 
the government paid the railroads 
fully $47,000,000 for carrying the 
mails. The railroads insist the com­ 
pensation was inadequate, while the 
government insists th at it was, if 
anything, too great. 
Under the present 
method 
the 
routes and the pay 
of the various 
railroads are determ ined by the re­ 
weighing for a term of four years. 
The country is divided into four dis­ 
tricts and a weighing takes place In 
one of the districts each year. The 
railroads insist this is unfair. The 
weight of the mails increases very 
rapidly, it is stated, in most of the 
districts, and routes change rapid­ 
ly. 
Accordingly, the 
various ra il 
roads composing the various routes 
are, a few m onths after the reweigh 
ing, carrying a constantly increasing 
volume of mail for which they re­ 
ceive no pay for 
three or more 
years. Furtherm ore, many railroads, 
for a long tim e before the reweigh 
ing period arrives, are carrying mails 
for which other routes are receiving 
pay and accordingly many railroads 
are receiving pay for mails they are 
not carrying. 
Statistics have been prepared to 
show that the transportation of pas­ 
sengers takes up 81 per cent of the 
equipment space, 
of express H H 
per cent and of the mails 7H per 
cent. 
The compensation for carry­ 
ing the mails is said to be far from 
7 Vi per cent of the revenue receiv­ 
ed from passengers, mail and ex­ 
press. 
After weighing all the mail for 
105 days the government strike® an 
average weight carried by the vari­ 
ous routes and the compensation is 
fixed accordingly to this estimated 
weight.
